GOVERNMENT EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO. 
CurIcasco, Sept. 18, 1898. 


Amone the many thousands of exhibits at the 
Worid’s Fair, none are attracting more attention 
from the more than a million visitors a week than 
is the Government Army exhibit. Before the Fair 
was opened the directors announced that it was to 
be an exposition of the arts of peace and not of the 
arts of war. Everything pertaining to the soldier's 

rofession was to be eliminated as far as possible. 

ow the directors have learned that the old adage 
of ‘*’tis never too late to learn”’ is strikingly true 
in their case, for the military is now, and has been 
throughout the season, one of the chief drawing 
features of the Fair. One of them admitted, after 
the visit of the West Point Cadets, that they had 
made a mistake in not encouraging instead of dis. 
couragipg & military display. 

“We noticed this more especially,” the director 
said, “during the stay of the cadets. 1 can think of 
nothing at present that has been the means of at- 
tracting more extra fifty cent pieces than they 
were. We are also greatly indebted to the many 
National Guard organizations that have visited the 
Fair in spiteof our discouragements. Had we en- 
dorsed the pian of the adjutant generals of several 
States to establish a model camp, and then have had 
the troops give two or three parades inside the 
grounds each week, it would have added greatly to 
our gate receipts. We have learned that the people, 
even in these quiet times, still love the soldiers.” 

None of the Army exhibits attract so much atten- 
tion from the common people as does that of the 
Ordnance Department. The relief maps, showing 
the wonderful coast defences, the models of the 
modern forts and old time block houses, and the 
many feats of military engineering skill along the 
great rivers of the interior, and throughout the 
mountains are given but a passing glance by the 
average Visitor. Such alsois the treatment accorded 
the mysterious flags and instruments of the signal 
service, and the many interesting exhibits in the 
quartermaster’s and medical departments,

A bullet press and assembling 
machine for .30 calibre shells; loading machine, load- 
ing 16,000 shells a day; gauging machine for sizing 
shells, and weighing machine for sbells, Also a 
priming machine for caps anda foiling machine 
used in putting tin foil over the cap after it is filled.

Fortbe former use the great flatness of trajectory 
apd soneseeneg powse are desirable, distances being usu- 
ally cvnsidera ble and uncertain; the weight of the ammu- 
nition is unimportant since the source of supply, the ship’s 

azines, is close at hand; and the feature of exchange- 
ability with ammunition used by others is valueless. Oo 
landing exoeditions, lightness of ammunition, allowing a 
large number of rounds to be carried is of great import- 
ance, especially in the a of the landing being 
ina savage country where transportation, excepting on 
the person is dificult or impossible. But here, also, the use 
of thesame ammunition asotberscan only be desirable 
where a combined expedition of naval and other forces is 
undertaken, and such cases will rarely occur,since the 
weight of authority is against the use of naval forces in 
prolonged or distant land service,and sincein any case 
where it became necessary to land a military force,the na val 
force could probably be best empioyed in keeping open 
transportation and as a base of supplies; ammunition being 
furnished from transports and store ships specially fitted 
out for the expedition. The usual duties of naval landing 
parties are likely to be-only such as protecting property 
and putting down mobs in sea coast cities, and in neces- 
sary attacks upon savages or semi-civilized people io their 
own countries, in either case the expedition being purely 
naval and of limited extent and duration—and for such 
duties interchangeability of ammucrition would b2of no 
importance. Considering, then, that on the actual field the 
and tactical qualities of the Navy small arm are 
more important than that its ammunition should be the 
same as used by the Army, it remains to determine the ad- 
vantages of the latter feature in manutacturing and supply 
at home. Smallarm ammunition for the Army is now 
madeat the Frankford Arsenal, while that for the Navy is 
made in private factories. In time of war it would be nec- 
essary to employ all the resources of the Goverament and 
vate factories in the manufacture of ammunition, and 
t does not appear either that the expense would be greater 
or that any complications could arise from the use of dif- 
ferent ammunition by the two services.

AGES OF OUR ARMY OFFIOERS. 


A RECENT publication giving the ages of the offi- 
cers of different ranks in the Army of Italy, offers 
opportunity for comparison with officers of corres- 
ponding rank in our own Army, which may be in- 
teresting. The lieutenant-generals of the Italian 
service average sixty-one years, and their major- 
generals fifty-six years. Our general officers of 
all grades, staff and line average fifty-four. The 
average Italian colonel of the staff is fifty-one; 
ours sixty. The Italian colonels of cavalry, artil- 
lery, and infantry average respectively fifty-one, 
fifty-three, and fifty-three. Our colonels of cay- 
alry average fifty-eight, of artillery sixty-one, and 
infantry fifty-eight. A staff lieutenant-colunel in 
our Army averages fifty-five; in the Italian Army 
forty-five. Our lieutenant-colonels of cavalry, ar 
tillery, and infantry are respectively fifty-five, fifty- 
six, and fifty-eight; in Italy forty-nine, fifty, and 
fitty-three. Our majors of the staff are fifty-two, 
of cavalry and artillery fifty-four, and of infantry 
fifty-five. In Italy the ages are forty-two, forty- 
six, forty-five, and forty nine. Oaptains of our 
staff average forty-four, cavalry forty-nine, artillery 
fifty-one, and infantry fifty; the Italian captains of 
corresponding arms, taking into account only the 
first fifth on the list, average thirty-seven, forty- 
three, forty, and forty-six. We have no figures for 
the ages of the subalterns of the Italian Army. 
Oar first lieutenants of the staff average thirty, of 
eavalry thirty-five, of artillery forty, of infantry 
thirty-nine. Siaff second lieutenants average 
twenty-three, those of the cavalry and artillery 
twenty-six, and those of the infantry twenty-seven. 
In averaging the ages we discard fractions of years 
less than one-half and count those over one-half as 
a full year. 

From these figures it would appear that our 
youngest subalterns and oldest colonels are 
in thé staff. The second lieutenants of infantry 
have a trifling advantage in age over those of the 
same rank in other arms, but when it comes to the 
first lieutenants the artillery takes the lead, owing 
to the slowness in promotion in that arm. This 
disadvantage with the artillery continues to the 
grade of captain when the infantry once more leads 
in antiquity and holds first place through the grades 
of major and lieutenant colonel, after which the 
artillery colonels advance to the front, being on al 
average within three years of their retirement: In 
all grades below that of lieutenant colonel the staff 
have a decided advantage, an average staff major 
being three years junior to an infantry major, aD 
average staff captain seven years junior to an artil: 
lery captain, an average staff first lieutenant hav- 
ing a prospect of ten years longer service on the 
active list than an artillery first lieutenant, and 
nine years longer than the infantry first lieutenant. 

The difference in promotion now and immedi- 
ately after our civil war is shown by the fact that 
Major General Schofield attained his present rank 
in the Army before he had reached the age of an 
average first lieutenant of artillery or infantry in 
these dull days. When General Schofield became 4 
brigadier in the regular establishment he was three 











years younger than one senior second lieutenant of

infantry and eight years younger than one senior 
second lieutenant of cavalry. The knowledge of 
these facts should stimulate the Major General 
Commanding to do what he can to hasten the pro- 
motion of these ‘‘youngsters.” Promotion may 
have been somewhat too rapid in some cases during 
our war time, but it is certainly mueh too slow 
now. 

The fifty-six lieutenant generals of the Italian army 
attained that rank at an average age of fifty-four 
anda half years, the youngest at forty-two, the 
oldest at sixty-two; the ninety major generals at- 
tained that rank at an average age of fifty-three 
years, the youngest at forty-six, the oldest at sixty- 
two. The three hundred and thirty-three colonels, 
including those of the general staff, attained that 
rank at an average age of forty-nine and two-third 
years, the youngest at forty one and three-fourths, 
the oldest at fifty-seven and two-thirds. The aver- 
age of our major generals is fifty-nine and 
one-third years, and of our brigadier generals, 
not including those of the staff, four months 
less. Our major generals, however, attained 
their rank at the average age of forty-eight, this 
average being brought down by General Schofield, 
who was only thirty-seven when he attained his pres- 
ent rank. General Howard was fifty-five and Gen- 
eral Miles fifty-one. The brigadier generals of the 
line received their present rank at the average age 
of fifty-six. 











Ane the people of Virginia willing to submit to 
such an outrage upon public decency as that in- 
volved in the proceedings attending the lynching 
of the negro Smith at Roanoke, Va., on Thursday 
last? A Commonwealth that can permit such an 
attack upon its sovereignty is making rapid 
progress towards anarchy, and must bring upon its 
authorities the just contempt of all right thinking 
men. The spectacle of the Mayor, one of Pickett’s 
old soldiers, and the captain of the single militia 
company of Roanoke forced to flee the town, to 
escape the lynching that awaits them for doing 
their duty, should stir the blood of all true Vir- 
giuians, or else the very stones will cry out against 
them. We hope to see sucha vindication of the 
law in this~ belligerent town of Roanoke that the 
lesson will never be forgotten. Those who to day 
view with indifference or complacency lawlessness, 
which seems to them to have a certain rude justice 
in it, may to-morrow find to their sorrow that they 
have joined in undermining the very foundations 
of order, and there can be no liberty without order; 
no liberty without law. 








ANOTHER effort is soon to be made for the ac- 
quisition of the Mole St. Nicholas, Hayti, for use 
asa oaling station. Instructions with that end in 
view have been given the new Minister to Hayti by 
the State Department. An appropriation of two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is available for 


that purpose. 





We have received two historical sketches of our 
Army reprinted from the Journal of the Military 
Service Institute. One is of the Second Regiment 
of Artillery by Lieutenant W. A. Simpson, Adju- 
tant, and the other of the Sixth Infantry by Lieu- 
tenant Charles Byrne, Adjutant. The Second Ar- 
tillery was one of the four regiments of artillery 
organized by Act of Congressof June 21, 1821, from 
the corps of artillery, the regiment of light artil- 
lery and the ordnance. The Second Regiment of 
Artillery which existed during the War of 1812 
was commanded by Winfield Scott. The present 
regiment during its seventy-two years of existence 
has had nine Colonels, viz.: Lindsay, Bankhead, 
Payne and Gardner (who never joined), Morris, 
Barry, Ayres, Mendenhall and Lodor. Daring 
fifteen years the regiment was commanded by a 
lientenant-colonel. Of the former adjutants of the 
Second Artillery there are still in the regiment Oap- 
tain J. H. Oalef, Captain George Mitchell and First 
Lieutenant E. D. Hoyle. J. G. Ramsay is Major of 
the Third Artillery, and E. D. Townsend has died 
recently. 

The Sixth Infantry was originally organized 
under the Act of July 16, 1798, was discharged 
June 15, 1800, and reorganized April 12, 1808, 
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since then have somewhat confused its identity. 
It was originally recruited in North Oarolina and 
nearly all of its original officers were appointed 
from that State. From April 28, 1799, to June 15, 
1800, it was commanded by Lieutenant-Oolonel 
James Head. Since its reorganization in 1808 the 
Colonels of this regiment in the order of their ap- 
pointment have been Jonas Simonds, 1808; Heary 
Atkinson, 1815; Ninian Pinkney, 1821; D. L. 
Clinch, 1821; Henry Atkinson, 1891; W. Davenport, 
1842; Zachary Taylor, 1848; Newman 8. Clarke, 
1846; Washington Seawell, 1860; Electus Backus, 
1862; Hannibal Day, 1862; Edward A. King, 1868; 
James Durell Greene, 1868; DeLancy Floyd-Jones, 
1867; William B. Hazen, 1869; Alexander McD. 
MoOook, 1880; Melville A. Cochran, 1890. Among 
Lieutenant Byrne’s predecessors in the office of 
adjutant have been Captain Jacob F. Munson, Oap- 
tain W. H. H. Crowell and First Lieutenant Bernard 
A. Byrne, still of the Sixth; Colonel J. J. Upham, 
retired, Colonel J. W. Olous, Judge Advocate’s De- 
partment, Professor Military Academy; Major 8. 
W. Groesbeck, Judge Advocate; Oaptain R. E. 
Thompson, Signal Corps; General P. St. G. Oooke, 
retired, and the late Generals A. 8. Johnston, 
James Belger, and Winfield 8. Hinooek. 











It is to be hoped that there will bean Army and 
Navy day at the White House before long.: It might 
be an exaggeration to say that the Services are fac- 
tually suffering because of the lack of attention 
given to peading matters, but the delay in dispos- 
ing of certain cases requiring action by the Chief 
Executive is embarrassing, to.say the least. There 
was a time when the President had a day, or a por- 
tion thereof, allotted to each Department. in this 
way the. calendars of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments were kept pretty clean. Lately, however, 
Army and Navy business has been allowed to accu- 
mulate, doubtless by reason of important financial 
and foreign questions which have required atten- 
tion to the exclusion of other matters. There is 
no telling when the President will act on pending 
Army and Navy cases. Among the Army matters 
pending are the appointment of an Assistant Adju- 
tant General, an Assistant Quartermaster, second 
lieutenants from civil life, and the court-martial 
case of Capt. E. L. Bailey, 4th Inf., who was tried 
for drunkenness and other mi sconduct, and sen- 
tenced to dismissal. As stated in the JoURNAL last 
last week, the Assistant Adjutant General has been 
decided upon, and Capt. Burbank is believed to be 
the lucky man, but the President, for some unex- 
plained reason, still_delays the nomination. One 
rumor has it that he is waiting until the next va- 
cancy occurs, when he will nominate Capt. Bur- 
bank and Capt. Wilson, 12th Inf., simultaneously. 
The question of civilian appointments has not 
been considered. A number of applications have 
been received at both the White House and the 
War Department, and the President has many calls 
from politicians on this business, but the only en- 
couragement any one has received has been the 
statement that several appointments would prob- 
ably be made when the President found time to 
give consideration tothe claims of those applying. 
In the case of Capt. Bailey there has been an in- 
timation that the recommendation of Gen. Carlin 
for executive clemency on account of the accused's 
excellent war record will prevail, but to what ex- 
tent is not known. 

The pending Naval business includos the promo- 
tion cases of Pay Inspector Stevenson, Comdr, 
Johnson, the retirement of Rear-Adamiral ;Weaver, 
the appointment of several Asst-Paymasters. The 
court-martial case of Paymaster J. C. Sullivan has 
not yet reached the President. Secretary Herbert 
has only recently givena hearing to Mr. Sullivan 
and his counsel, and hes not yet submitted ,his 
recommendation to the President. It will probably 
reach the White House this week. A large amount 
of political influence is being brought to bear, both 
upon the President and Secretary Herbert, to spare 
the accused the loss of his commission. The argu- 
ment his friends use is that the court took advan- 
tage of a technicality to bring about his conviction; 
that legally and strictly he was not guilty of the 
charge of embezzlement. Pay Inspector Steven- 
son's friends are also making one lest struggle to 
keep him in the service. lt is reported that they 
will be entirely satisfied if the President approves 
the recommendation of the last board for his retire- 
ment. A printed pamphlet describing his heroic 
war services has lately been presented to the Presi- 
dent. The President is expected to act daily upon 
the application of Rear-Admiral Weaver for retire- 
ment. It has been in his hands Yor some days. 

The delay in disposing of the promotion case of 
Comdr. Johnson is particularly embarrassing to a 
number of line officers whose promotions are hung 
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Strong friends who are urging his promotion and it 

is said that the Presizent is more favorably disposed 

than he was at first, but in view of his indorsement 

when he sent the case back to another board, finds 
it rather embarrasssing to change bis decision. Even © 
if he should adhere to his original decision it would 

be necessary to repeat the action followed in the 
case of Pay Inspector Stevenson until he could get 

a board to agree with him that Comdr. Johnson is 
morally unfit for promotion.

of the Corps of Enmgineers travelling on duty con- 
nected with works under their charge, Second 
Comptroller Mansur has ruled that when the travel 
is over any road or route er by any conveyance not 
belonging to or chartered by the U.5., the rate on 
which the mileage is to be computed is eight cents 
per mile and no more, unless the mileage is charge- 
able to the appropriation “ Pay, etc., of the Army,” 
in which case the allowance is the amount author- 
ized by law under said appropriation at the time the 
said travel was performed. Over free or bond- 
aided roads four cents per mile only will be allowed 
to engineer officers travelling on duty connected 
with works under their charge.

The lack in this and other respects he attributes 
to the want of a staff school “ where officers of the 
staff departments can, and must, learn something 
of their profession; and where thorough and elab- 
orate studies of the statistics and resources of our 
own and other countries could be made, and plans 
devised for the supply of an army in amy country, 
where we may engage in war.” With a well organ- 
ized staff school, says Captain Sharpe, having at- 
tached to it a number of hardworking officers, thor- 
oughly wrapped up in their profession, something 
might possibly be made of our staff; although it is 
now the most grotesque organization on the globe, [ 
know the old saw regarding our military policy (as 
if we ever had one) and recognize the necessity of 
having a larger staff than our Army requires (pro- 
vided all the officers are actively omployed in posi- 
tions where they can improve themselves); but I 
insist that that idea (of the necessity for a large 
staff) has been unnecessarily sad abnormally de- 
veloped, until it has assumed the form of growth of 
a cabbage, with its hydrocephalus tendency; and 
the “ line of the army (the stalk of the cabbage) is 
just barely able to support the mass above it, 
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Tux fine appearance of;the U.S. Cavalry from 
Fort Myer, and tbe U.S. Artillery from Washing- 
ton Barracks, was most favorably commented upon 
September 18, the occasion of the centennial cele- 
bration of the laying of thelcorner-stone of the 
Capitol of the United States.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A new explosive, designed to replace the powder 
now in use in the German Artillery, has been tried, 
and is said to have given the most satisfactory results. 
It is stated to be almost smokeless, to give little or 
no recoil, and very little detonation. 





Experiments are proceeding in India with a view 
to testing the destructive action of cordite gases in 
the Lee-Metford rifis. The introduction of a thick 
wad into the cartridge has reduced the damage 
done, which is usually at the point in the barrel 
where the bullet is “set up’”’ immediately after the 
explosion of the charge. The wad actsas a sort of 
cushion for the gas, allowing greater space ior, expan- 
sion, ano thus lesseuing the pressure on the barrel. 
Over 2,000 rounds have been fired from arifie with- 
out any ill-effects being shown, but it is desired to 
reach double that number, as, on an average, each 
soldier fires 300 rounds per year. The “life” of a 
rifie should be ten years at least, and with careful 
bandling it should last 14 years if not used on a 
campaign. The Snider, which was originally very 
strongly constructed, was made to last over 20 years, 
until the rifling was almost worn out, and Dow as a 
breech-loading smooth-bore in the hands of the 
military — it is stilla serviceable weapon. The 
curious thing about cordite 1s that in field-guns it is 
less destructive than black-powder, except in the 
matter of the vent, where the gas causes rapid 
erosion. This is being got over by special appliances, 
and it is not likely that any new smokeless explosive 
will be adopted for the British Army. India, for 
the present, will rely upon cordite exported from 
England.—Army and Navy Gazette.

Any soldier who sells or 
through neglect loses or spoils his horse, arms, clothing, or 
accoutrements shall be punished asa court martial may 
adjudge, subject to such limitation as may be prescribed by 
the President by virtue of the power vested in him."’ 
“Article 84. Amends this article by adding the words 
‘except to the Judge Advocate’ r the requirement not 
divulge the sentence of the court.” 

That a general court martial shall have the 
power to punish summarily for contempt of its authority 
such acts as would be punishable summarily by the highest 
civil court of criminal jurisdiction of the State, Territory.

result being the killing ofeight citizens and the 
wounding of some thirty by shots fired by Oo. G., 
Second ment, Va. N.G., Roanoke Light In- 
fantry. The city hus but fifteen policemen, and as 
they were unable to resist the attempt of the mob 
to break imto the jail the militia were called out. 
When they were compelled to fire in answer to 
the mob’s attack rounds followed in quick suoces- 
sion, andio afew minutes the avenue was clear of 
everything save the bodies of the dead and dying. 
The tiring of the militia was evidently a great sur- 
prise, not only to the mob but to citizens generally. 
As soon as the dazed crowd realized what had hap- 
pened attention was turned to the dead and wound- 
ed. Every drug store and the office of every physi- 
cian in the city was immediately turned into a 
hospital. During the excitement the prisoner, who 
bad occasioned the difficulty, was removed from 
the jail and the militia withdrew. The crowds con- 
tinued to hang around and denounce the action of 
the authorities. The militia were said to be no bet- 
ter than the negro brute and threats were made of 
revenge on Mayor Trout, under whose orders they 
acted, and whois an old soldier, having commanded 
a company in Pickett’s famous charge at Gettys- 
burg. The succeeding morning the mob found the 
negro culprit.and hung him. At last accounts the 
city was practically in possession of the mob, as the 
Mayor and the captain of the National Guard had 
been compelled to flee for their lives.

Mr, James ALBERT Frys, the author of a little 
book recently published in Boston, eatitled ** from 
Headquarters—Odd Tales picked up in the Volun- 
teer Service,”’ says in his preface: 


* * JT wish to say—and in all earnesiness—that the militia 
of to-day is not the militia of thirty, twenty, or even ten 
years ago; that nowadays the incompetent and the vicious 
are allowed to remain in civil life, and are not given places 
in the ranks of the volunteers, and that those who take the 
solemp Oath of enlistment do so with the full understanding 
that they will be required to devote their time, their money 
and their best energies to the service,and that they have 
assumed an obligation to fit themselves carefully and intel- 
ligently for the duties of a soldier. The volunteer service 
of the present time means, to those who find themselves en- 
rolied in it, something more than a mere pastime; and if 
those who hold itin small esteem could but koow of the 
faithful, conscientious, and untiring work that, from year’s 
end to c's end, is being done in armory and camp, they 
would leave unsaid, it seems to me, the haif-contemptuous 
words that cove too often to the ears of the bard-working, 
long-suffering, and unrewarded citizen soldier.
